This Religion was. not 3 into 
the World at once, and on a ſudden, | but 
was very early pointed out and promiſed ; its A.- 
furances ſtrengthned by Degrees; and at length 
it was plainly and minutely deſcribed, not only as 
to the Matter of it, but the Manner of producing 
it to the World. When. therefore our Saviour 


came upon Earth, and claimed the Character af- 
higned MR appealed to thoſe ioc Teſtimo-

priety, as ſuch Teſtimony was fingularly adapted 
to that People, to whom were committed the 
Oracles of God; and who had conſtant Occafion 
of attending to and applying thoſe Prophecies to 
the Purpoſe deſigned. This was one juſt and 
proper. Method on God's part, of requiring the 
Conſent of the Jews to the Truth of the Goſpel ; 
but, at the ſame Time, it was a rational Proceed- 
ing, ſuited to the Faculties of human Nature, and,

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the Will of a free and thinking Being. The Ap- 
plicati6n of Prophecy to the Events foretold, is a 
Work of Underſtanding and Deliberation ; arid the 
Deduction from thence, ſo as to make it a Ground 
of Belief, requires a Mind diſengaged from all 
undue Influence, and open to a fair Conviction. 
Leſs than this Evidence, even with the additional 
Force of Miracles, would not have been adequate 
to the great Work of bringing the Jews over from 


one Religion eſtabliſhed by God himſelf, to the 
embracing of another, formed on a very different 


and, in ſome Reſpects, contrary Plan. And one 
cannot conceive how more could have been done, 
when the great Meſſenger from Heaven pointed 
out the Proofs himſelf in Perſon, explained the 
different Prophecies, and required their Conſent 
with an e Suſpenſion of the Court ot 
Nature. 

To theſe great Infiviccss of divine Imerpolition, 
given to reclaim this ſinful and hardned Nation, 
our Saviour joins calm and diſpaſſionate Reaſon- 
ing, kind and gentle Admonitions, ſevere Re- 


| proofs, and dreadful Denunciations. Here, we 
fee, was the ſupernatural Power of God exerted 


in producing the Effect, alarming the Attention, 
aſſiſting the Underſtanding, and leading and invit- 


ing a well diſpoſed Mind to the Knowledge, and 


Acceptance of the Truth; but, at the ſame Time, 
not ſuperſeding the Natural Faculties of the Man, |

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or overwhelming the Will by irreſiſtible Force. 
By this means, whilſt Vice and Prejudice remain 
ed unmoved, great Scope was left for Merit and 
Approbation in diſcerning and adhering tu the 
Trethi/- And who hid Reaſon to complain? If 
the haughty Phariſce had through Pride and Am- 
bitjon puffed himſelf up with the Idea of extend- 
ed Empire and univerſal Dominion, and was by 
that means diſappointed i in the meek and humble 
earance, and ſelf-denying Docttines of the 
holy Jeſus, was the Incorrigibleneſs of ſuch wrong 
Conceits to be imputed to the Defect of God's 
Care in unfolding his Deſigns, or to the Depravity 
of his own Heart? If the Spirit of monopolizing 
God's Favors, and a perfect Contempt for the reſt . 
of Mankind, rendred him averſe to the Doctrine 
of Univerſal Salvation, it was owing to his own 
partial and corrupted Judgement, and not to any 
Obſcurity in the declared Will of Heaven. A 
deſpiſed and ſuffering Saviour might well be a 
ſtumbling Block to Minds byaſſed with the falſe 
Glitter of worldly Grandeur, but it was made 
eſſential to Man's Redemption, and the Character 
was firſt deſcribed, and afterwards ie n 
undeniable Marks of Truth. + |

ments, as will ever remain a diſtinct Proof in; 
itſelf that God was the Author of this Religion, 
Miracles were. neceſſary to ſecure. the Attention 
of the Hearer, and to confirm the Commiſſjon of 
the Preacher; when that was done, the A | 
depended: on the Diſpoſition and Temper: of theix 
Audience, and they proceeded in a regular argu- 
mentati ve Addreſs to them, for their en 4 
ceptance of the Goſpel... 5 5 
The awful Evidence that God was tg, 
and ſuſpended the regular Courſe of Nature for 
our Conviction, was expedient at the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of any/new- Doctrines, which our natural 


Faculties could not penetrate ;; but ſuch was the 


Regard had to the Conſtitution of moral Beings, 
whoſe Religion muſt be founded on Peliberation 


and Choice to make it acceptable to their gra- 


cious Governor, that the firſt Preachers la- 


doured earneſtly to ſhew, the Reaſonableneſs, and 
Expediency of this divine Interpoſition for the 


Welfare of Mankind. They ſaw that the great 
Difficulties 


Gopal. 
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Difficulties in bringing the Heathens to the 
Knowledge of and Belief in Chriſt, were groſs 
Idolatry, and Corruption of Morals the neceſſary 
Conſequence of it, They therefore: in their | 
preaching, before they began to open the peculiar 
Doctrines of Chriſt, undertook” to clear up the 
Nature and Perfections of the Supreme Being, and 
to re-cſtabliſh the Principles of Natural Religion. 
This was the gradual and regular Method of in- 
troducing Chriſtianity into a darkened and cor- 
rupted World: it was neceſſary that Men ſhould 
acknowledge the miſerably depraved State of 
human Nature, before they could ſee the Want 
of Reformation ; it was neceſſary they ſhould be 
informed of the ſtrict Purity and ſpiritual Nature 
of God, before they could judge of his utter Ab- 
horrence of Vice and Iniquity; and of his un- 
bounded Goodneſs and Mercy, before they could 
' conceive how he would be diſpoſed to forgive fo 
ungrateful a World, and Himſelf form a Plan 
of Reconciliation. 

Such was the divine Care in convincing an 
obdurate World ; and we may obſerve that they, 
whether Jew or Gentile, whoſe Vanity, Conceit, 
or Depravity of Manners, had rendred them deaf 
to the Propriety and Utility of ſuch a Reform, 
were equally inattentive to the Force of Miracu- 
ow Powers. Thoſe to whoſe Prejudices the 
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preaching of the Golpel ſeemed Fooliſhnefs, were 
generally incapable of Conviction wn; wy Mo- 


tive whatever. 


Who might not have expiichid a Happy Iflue 


from the remarkable Interview between St. Paul 
and the Athenian Philoſophers * One might have 


hoped that theſe learned Sages, who were eager 
after new Things, and whoſe Profeſſion was to 


ſearch after Truth, would have paid a juſt Atten- 


tion to a Perſon to whoſe Character probably they 
were not Strangers, whilſt he undertook to 
unfold to them ſome very intereſting Knowledge, 
which had hitherto been e N by their 
niceſt Inquiries. 


The great Apoſtle "data to thew them 


the Way to Life eternal, by firſt letting them 


know the only true God, and then Jeſus Chriſt, 


whom he had ſent: And what was the Event of 
this Tranſaction? The Reproach upon their Igno— 


rance ſo affected their Pride, and Conceit of their 
own Abilities, that they ſoon turned the Diſcourſe 
of their _ inſpired Inſtructor into Mockery and 
Ridicule. Would any one now think that a 
Miracle wrought would have produced a ſerious 
Converſion ? St. Paul was too well acquainted 


with human Nature to try the Experiment on Minds 


ſo ſtrongly influenced by Paſſion and Prejudice. 
Where Reaſoning, ſo well ada pted to the-Cha- 


racers

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W and Profeſſion of the Men, tas failed of 
Succeſs, he ſaw they would have paid little Re- 
gard to the Force of Authority ; whilſt ſome of 


0 Company, of more humble Sentiments, and 


more fit for Conviction, at once yeilded their Aſ- 


ſent, and became real Converts. Some mocked; 


%% howbeit certain men clave unto m, and 
ce believed.” | 

_ Notwithſtanding the Obllinacy and Keane 
ableneſs. of many,, yet, by the extraordinary Me- 
thods vouchſafed in its Favor, the Word of God 
grew. mightily and prevailed. . And when once it 
was eſtabliſhed under the Protection and Autho- 
rity of Civil Government, with its Truth ſup- 


ported by an Hiſtorical Evidence of the whole 


Tranſaction, tranſmitted down with every Mark 
of Authenticity, our Belief acquired a ſufficient 


Foundation, without the ſuperior Aſſiſtance of 


Miracles. Nor can any one with Juſtice com- 
plain that there is not, in theſe latter Days, the 
help of thoſe great Inſtruments of rouzing the 


Attention, enlightning the Underſtanding, and 


confirming the Faith, which were indulged to 
thoſe who lived under the firſt Dawnings of 
the Goſpel. Such a Continuation of extraordinary 
Aſſiſtance could not, on many Accounts, be ex- 
pected ;. but, in the Room thereof, we have. 
many Advantages over thoſe who have gone be- 
fore us. We have not indeed that bright Diſ- 


play 
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play of divine Power before our Eyes as was 
exerted in the firſt Promulgation ; but we have 
a large and comprehenſive View, through a clear 


and diſtin Medium, of the Original Plan of 


this great Work ; the Gradual diſcloſing of it, 
and the Method of conducting it; its taking Effect; 
the Oppoſitions made; and the Explanations and 
Defences of it; its various Depreſſions; and, at 
length, its final Exaltation and Conqueſt over the 
World. With all this we find, by daily Expe- 

rience, how admirably it is adapted to publick 
Utility, as well as to the private Happineſs of the 
Individual; what real and eflential Benefit it has 
produced to the World, as well by the Reſtraint 
of Evil, as by the diffuſing of Good through every 
Part : all which could not appear whilſt it was 

ſtruggling in its Infancy, and prevented in its Ef- 

fects by the coercive Power of perſecuting Ma- 
giſtrates. And from hence ariſes as ſtrong and 
as collected a Force of Evidence in Support of its 

Truth, as any reaſonable Man could wiſh for on 
ſo very important a Subject. If you ſay that 
many daily reject this Evidence, ſo they did the 
Evidence of Prophecy and Miracles: If at this 
Time they deny the Poſſibility of Miracles; in 
former Days they aſcribed the Performance of 
them to Diabolical Powers. Phariſaical Pride, 
and vain Philoſophy, Vice, and Indifference, are 
| as

merly. In all Ages, the Perverſeneſs of Mankind 
bas kept Pace with the gracious Method God has 
been pleaſed to make Uſe of, for the Inſtruction 
and Reformation of his Creatures. 
All this was foreſeen; and foretold, bye 

|  blefled Saviour, who knew the Conſtitution of 
mme human Mind too well to expect Univerſal 
Obedience. He very early warned his Diſciples 
that many would reject the Whole; that ſome 
would ſubmit for a Time and then defert the 
Faith ; that others would with falſe Pretenfions 
endeavour to deceive and perplex ; that Corrup- 
tions, both in Faith and Practice, would ſoon 
prevail, and that Iniquity would abound enough 
10 damp the Zeal and Affection of the well-dif- 
poked. | We may lament in theſe Caſes the De- 
pravity of human Nature, but we cannot with 
| Innocence impute the Blame d Him who formed 
us for far better Purpoſes, and fo. evidently has 
directed the Way to Happineſs. If by our 
own culpable Inattention we have deviated from 
the right Path, if by indulging Falſe Appetites we 
have loſt our Reliſh for Truth, the Conſequence 
of our Errors, and of our vitiated Taſte, muſt be 
placed to our own Account. For the ſame kind 
of Reafoning which has been uſed with regard 
to the Rejection of the 1 will hold as to 


the 
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che Effect it had on the 1 thoſe who em- 
braced it. The Purity, of its Precepts has ever 
been urged as a convincing Proof of its Truth; 
and they who firſt profeſſed the Goſpel, accom- 
madated their Practice fo cloſely to its moral 
Doctrines, that the Lives of Chriſtians became a 
freſh . in Favor of their Religion: and 
as this Union of Faith and Practice produced ſo 
good an Effect, we ſhall find that their Separa- 
tion was a principal Occaſion of the Decline of 
Chriſtianity: It was however the Effect of an Unna- 
tural Separation, for nothing can be more contra- 
dictory than a Man's declaring himſelf a Diſciple 
of Chriſt, and living in a determined Oppoſition 
to his Laws. Every deliberate Violation of the 
Rules of Chriſt's Religion is a real Act of Un- 
belief, and a Man ſo far forth rejects the Goſpel 
of his Maſter. The genuine Effect of this holy 
Religion is Purity and Integrity of Life, as perfect 
as human Nature can admit ; and if Men de- 
ceive themſelves. and others with the Name of 
_ Chriſtian, without ſubmitting to the Diſcipline 
required, the Cauſe indeed of Chriſt may ſuffer, 
but the Excellence of his Doctrines, and the 
Goodneſs of his Rogen, will remain unim- 
peached, 
If what has been lid 48 be a proper Ae 
ſentation of God's Conduct towards us, what 
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Evidence has been all along afforded, as the Na- 
ture of the thing required, and the Conſtitution 

ſonably complain that more powerful Methods 
were not made uſe of, adequate to the Preju- 
dices and Perverſeneſs of thoſe wh have reject- 
ed it? He cannot do this with Propriety, if he 
conſiders the general Scheme of God's Govern- 
ment over us, and reflects that every Blefling, 
both Natural and Moral, which he has beſtowed 
upon us, has been ſubjected by him to our right 
or wrong Application of it. When Wickedneſs 
and Infidelity triumph in the Land, and Corrup- 
tion has ſo disfigured the Beauty of this holy 
Religion, through the greateſt part of the World 
where it is. profeſſed, that it ſeems to bear little 
Reſemblance of what it was in its original Meck- 
neſs, Simplicity, Charity and; Humility ; and 
when by this means, and by the fierce: Conten- 
tions amongſt its Members, and mutual Hatred 
and Violence often about matters of ſmall con- 
cern, whole Countries when it had once taken 
firm Root, and had flouriſhed apace, have been 
deprived of this greateſt of Bleſſings, and are 
now the Prey of Barbariſm, and worſe than Pa- 
gan Darkneſs; will any reaſonable Man mur- 
mur, and ſuffer his Love for the Truth to fail, 
becauſe God does not by ſome ſignal. viſible Ef- 
0 e | 1 fect 
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Fed vinditate his holy Conſes and reſeue it from 
ſuch Devaſtation? — Such 2 one muſt have 
greet Preſuraption in prefcribing to the Almiphry 
te Methods be Should 5 or the Time he ſhould 
fix upom for the Support of his Government, who 
at beſt can comprehend ſo very little of his De- 
Hg1s, and is fÞ-unable to penetrate in this fimall 
Period of Exiftcnce, the unlimited Extent of

An humble and eeligious Men whe has bon- 
fined his Inquiries concerning God within the 
Compaſs of what has been made known to us by 
the Book of Nature and Revelation, will not ex- 
tend his Curioſity into ſuch hidden Things, leſt it 
been pleaſed to afford him ſuch an Evidence for 
Bis Faith as has been ſufficient to convince him, 
he is thankful for it, is content with that Share of 
Light which has been indulged him, and endea- 
vours to make the beſt Uſe of it. If he finds that 
others 'wha bave had the ſame Opportunities of 
knowing Chrift, un by fome means have their 
Eyes ſtill darkened, be will lament it, and pray

| If they who have rejected the Light of *

break forth in Confederaey to attack the Kingdom 
of God, and jointly with the Prince of the Power 
of Darkneſs, pervert and inſnare the Weak; the 
Youthful, and the Unwary, the wel- grounded 
Chriſtian will be rouzed with ſuch horrid Impie-- 
ty, in nothing terrified by the Adverſaries, to 
ſtrive for the Faith of the Goſpel : he knows that 
from the Beginning there has been a perpetual 
Warfare between the Votaries of Virtue and Vice; 
and that therefore it is every Man's unqueſtionable 
Duty to oppoſe ſuch daring Attempts, to be con- 
ſtantly armed againſt them, to fortify by Exhor- 
tation and Example the Innocent and Heedleſs, and 
to endeęavour to repair the Damage that may have

If when he eee pb the State to Which A 
Chriſtianity- is reduced; he ſhould be grieved, as 
indeed all good Men muſt be, at ſo unpleaſing a 
Scene, he will comfort himſelf with the Hopes, 
that, on ſome Accounts, Matters ought not to ap- 
pear to him quite Deſperate, by reflecting that the

the common Cauſe, the honeſt Freedom of think-- _

This Conſide- 


ration will be an Incitement to him, to perſevere 


in giving his Aſſiſtance towards promoting the 


Extent of Chriſt's Kingdom, as it ſuggeſts a pleaſ- 


ing Hope, that where the Spirit and Temper of 
Chriſtianity are well underſtood, it is likely to

Upon theſe Princi ple the pious d 48 
Chriſtian, inſtead of growing Faint at a View of 
the Miſchiefs done to the Faith of Chriſt, is urg- 
ed from that very Conſideration to ſupply the 
Defects, however occaſioned; to reſtore its Pro- 
feſſion, wherever at has failed; and to extend the 
Knowledge of it as far as human Abilities, under 
the Bleſſing of Frede will enable him to 
W agh it. 
Upon theſe principles thi: Yi wall Society, 
9 whom I now ſtand, has conſidered the 
State of Chriſtianity in the World, with an earn- 


_ eſt Zeal to promote its Intereſts, where it ſeems 


moſt to want Aſſiſtance, and where it is moſt prac- 
ticable to beſtow: it. The melancholy View of 

large Countries lying under ſuch a thick Cloud of 
Darkneſs, and proportioned Depravity of Man- 
ners, did not deter them from attempting what 
might have ſeemed to ſome, leſs animated with a 
Senſe of their Duty, and leſs acquainted with the 
Spirit of Chriſtianity, to be incapable of Relief. 
Since the Almighty has withdrawn the ſuper- 
natural Powers wherewith the Goſpel was firſt 
propagated, to undertake the Converſion of Savage 
* ations, or the Reformation of thoſe profeſſing a 
Cor= 
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and argue a Zeal without Knowledge: But in 
the pigus Inſtitution we are met this Day to re- 
commend, we are led by the Hand af Civil Au- 


thority. to aſſiſt thoſe who are earneſtly deſirous o 


being inſtructed in the Purity of the Goſpel, with 
a regular Supply of a ſtanding Miniſtry ; and; 
tho at a great Diſtance from us, yet by a happy 
Concurrence of Circumſtances, as they are Sub- 
jects under the ſame gracious Prince, we are able to 
promote the Cauſe of Chriſtianity in a very exten 
ſive Country, without the Difficulties and a 
chat attend other Miſſions. 

Under this, which is the principal Object ar ny 
this Society, ariſes another Opportunity of doing 
religious Service, by inſtructing the native Indians, 
and tranſplanted Slaves; and by the Vicinity. and 
Connection with the former, and the Dependence 
and Subſerviency of the latter, a Door is opened, 
of ſpreading the Light of the Goſpel, which can- 
not be reckoned a mean and contemptible one, by 
thoſe who have at all conſidered the flow and. al- 
moſt imperceptible Manner by. which Providence. 
ſometimes produces the greateſt Effects. | 

There 1s nothing can ſhew the Dignity. and 
Importance of this pious Inſtitution. ſo much as 
the Contraſt between the temporal and ſpiritual 
Good, which genuine, Proteſtant Chriſtianity muſt 
neceſſarily diftuſe m— theſe extenſive Coun- 


tries,

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tries, and the Uifmal State ef Things, into which 
| they inveſt fall if it be not preached amongſt them. 
They would either fink into total, 
they would be enſnared by the indſtzi 

Popery. As Men therefore, and as Chriſtians, 


of P 
as Proteſtants and as Engliſhmen, we are called 
apon to aſſiſt in diffuſing that glorious Light, that 
faving Health, that Spirit of Liberty, that Soutce 
of private and public Happineſs, and thoſe cer- 
tain Means of a bleſſed Futurity, which we of 
this nation enjoy, under the Poſſeſſion of the Pu- 

rity of the Goſpel, over moſt other Countries in 
the World. | 
Difficulties there muſt be in all ſuch Under- 
takings, and flow will be its Progreſs under the 
moſt prudent Management. Beſides the Refif- 
tance of Vice and Prejudice in common amongſt 
_ thoſe to whom the Goſpel is preached, we have 
the additional Labour of preventing the baneful 
Influence of Popery from ſpteading itſelf, and of 
ſecuring the unguarded Mind from being deluded 
by the fallacious Pretenſtons, and cunningly de- 
viſed Fables of that difguiſed Religion. Add to 
this, that the Kingdom of Darknefs is combined 
againſt our Endeavours, and Leſſons of Vice and 
Infidelity are con veyed at the fame Time to coun- 
teract the pious Labours of this Society. What 
Effect can ſuch abundant Iniquity, ſuch zealous 
and deliberate Malice, produce in the Mind of 
an honeſt and fincere Chriſtian ; but juſt Indig- 
nation 
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nation and; Abhorrence of f ach deteſtable Machi- 
nations, and an Union of Hearts towards the more 
vigorouſly! ſupporting the Cauſe of Truth and 

Righteouſneſs ? It may be eſteemed by ſome a 
vain Undertaking to think of propagating and ſup- 


porting the Cauſe of Chriſtianity, under ſuch Diſ- 


couragements, in diſtant Parts, which requires 
not only the conſtant Zeal, but the Liberality of 
great Numbers, whilſt we are daily complaining 
of the Decay of Chriſtian Piety, and the daring 
and unreſtrained Progreſs of Infidelity at Home. 
Yet on the Trial we have found ſuch amazing, 
Aſſiſtance, ſuch unexpected · Beneficence, as is not, 
only a ſtrong Proof of the Propriety and Expe- 
diency of this Inſtitution, but gives us a pleaſing, 
Idea, that the cauſe of Chriſtianity is not ſo deſ-, 


| perate as the Prophane and Infidel boaſt - .of 


ſo much, and the Gloomy and Deſponding are 
apt to believe. The frartic Triumphs of the Vi- 
tious and Unbeliever induſtriouſly ſpread them- 
ſelves into every place, and wantonly inſinuate che ; 
Prevalence of the Party; whilſt the Private Piety 
of the Cloſet, and the Secret Charity that ſuffers 
not one Hand to know what the other giveth, 


often lie hid in ſilent Obſcurity, and are the mo- 
deſt Graces of Religion which paſs unheeded in 


the noiſy Intercourſe of the World. This Society 
has abundantly felt the happy Effects of the Lat- 


ter, and we doubt not but the Former has had its 
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juſt | Weight at the Throne of Grace, for the En- 
largement of Chriſt's Kingdom by the Means of 

this Undertaking. 
But whatever be the State of Religion: at Home, 
it may well be preſumed that it is not the Worſe 
on account of the Endeavours of this Society. 
The End for which It was eſtabliſhed is, the Sup- 
port of a Regular Miniftry, where none was ſets 
tled before; and this does not interfere with any 
Inſtruction of a fimilar Kind in our native Country; 
and the Members of it cannot on any Principle be 
ſuppoſed to relax in their Regards for the general 
Intereſt of their Religion at home, either in their 
public or private Capacities, in their Influence or 
their Example, who have engaged in this Deſign, 
merely to extend the great Benefits of the Goſpe 
to others not yet enlightened: ſo far from it, bis 
very Society itſelf becomes a diſtinct and ſeparate 
Witneſs in the Support of Chriſtianity, as it ex- 
hibits to the World a collected Body of Men united 
in the common Faith, and determined to ſup- 
port and extend it as far as they are able, in Defi- 
ance of the Contempt, the ä and the Ma- 
lice of Gainſayers. 

So many wiſe Directions have been given to 

thoſe who are employed in theſe Miſſions by the 
Managers of this Inſtitution, or by thoſe who have 


gone before me in the Performance of this Duty, 
| | D that 
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that it is almoſt impoſſible either to add 107 or 
improve upon them. I ſhall only repeat what has 
often been ſuggeſted, that the true and moſt ſuc- 
ceſsful Method of doing their Duty, is to preach 


the Religion of the Bible, to exhibit thoſe ſacred 


Credentials in their Genuine Purity, and to ex- 
plain its Doctrines, and enforce its Precepts by 
Hluſtrations and Arguments drawn from the Foun- 
tain itſelf. This will be the propereſt Method of 
producing the Goſpel amongſt thoſe who have 


not heard of it before; and will at the ſame time 


be the ſureſt Way of baffling the Falſhoods, and 
expoſing the Corruptions of Popery, which can- 
not ſtand an Appeal to that Tribunal of Light 
and Truth. In every Reſpect, irreproachable 
Conduct, Sanctity of Manners, and an Exempli- 
fication of what they teach, are Eſſential to the 
Succefs of their Miniſtry; they are the Beſt Proofs 
that they Themſelves believe what they inculcate 
to their Hearers, and they give an irreſiſtible 
Force to all other Arguments uted for Convic-

This Society was compoſed by the Charter of 
the Chief Prelates, and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of ſeveral other Lords, and eminent Perſons in 
the State, with a Power to elect ſuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they, or the ma- 
jor Part of them, ſhould think beneficial to their 

Charitable Deſigns ; and they immediately applied 
themſelves with great Zeal and Alacrity to the 
good Work; and after adjuſting Preliminaries in 
the Choice of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they ſubſcribed every one of them according to 
their ſeveral Ranks and Diſpoſitions, an Annual 
Sum to_be paid to their Treaſurer for the gene- 
ral Uſes of the Society; and choſe new Mem- 
bers, and gave out Deputations, according to the 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and collect the 
Donations of all charitable and well diſpoſed Per- 
ſons towards this moſt pious Deſign : And thro' 
an eſpecial Bleſſing bis Work of the Lord hath hi- 
therto proſpered in their Hands, Many more than 
One Hundred Thouſand of our own People, Infants .

foundly ignorant, there being no School for Inſtruc- 
tion among them, till Mr. Browne perſuaded them, 
about nine Months before, to agree with Mr. Sa- 
muel Browne, educated at Yale College in Connec- 
ticut, to keep a School among them, and to read 
Prayers and Sermons to them, when Mr. Browne's 
Duty at Newark detains him there; and he gives 


very great Satisfaction in his Station; but the Ex- 


pence of ſupporting him will be too heavy for 
them, unleſs aſſiſted by the Charity of the So- 
ciety, which, not to be wanting to fo good a 
Work, hath received Mr. Browne into the Num- 
ber of their School-maſters, with a Salary of Ten 
Pounds per Annum towards his better Support. 
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"PENNSYLVANIA" 
Though the firſt and principal End in View | 
in the Incorporation of this Society, was the Main- 
tenance of a learned and orthodox Clergy in thoſe: 
Parts of our Plantations, Colonies, and Factories be- 
yond the Seas, in which there is a very mean, or no 
Proviſion for the Public Worſhip of God; yet the 
Society, being further empowered by their Charter 
to make ſuch other Proviſion, as may be neceſſary: 
for the Propagation'of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, 
they haveembraced withPleaſureeveryOpportunity 
of doing this; and they have been very careful to 
endeavour to convert to Chriſtianity both Hidians 
and Negroes on every proper Opportunity; but it 
is found to be to no Purpoſe, to talk to them 
about our Holy Religion in their wild native State, 
they muſt be reduced from their Barbarity, I had 
almoſt ſaid Brutality, and be made Men, that is, 
rational conſiderate Creatures, before they will be- 
come, good Chriſtians: And, full of that Charity 
which hopeth and endureth all things, the Society 
hath taken very great Pains, and been at very 
great Expences on this Account, and if the Succeſs 
has not anſwered the moſt ſanguine Expectations, 
however they have by no means laboured in vain, 
as appears from the Account which we have given 
from Mr. Og:lvie, of the preſent, State of Chri- 
ſtianity among the Mobawks, and of the good 
Temper in which the Six united Nations of the 
Indians are in towards receiving it; and the So- 
ciety propoſes to be at the Expence of educating,

College for the Education of Vouth in the City of 
New-York; but alſo in the Academy for the ſame 
gogd Purpoſe in the City of Philadelphia: and it 
is ſome Time fince the Society hath written Let- 
ters to the Rev. Dr. John/on; Preſident of the Col- 
lege of New-York, and to the Rev. Mr. Smith, 
Provoſt of the Academy in Philadelphia, to con- 
ſult and treat with them on this important Sub- 
| ye And it appearing to the Society, that the 
Mr. Sturgeon, the Society's Catechiſt to the 
Negroes in Philadelphia, takes very great Pains in 
his Station, and that beſides teaching them on 
Evenings, and conſtantly catechizing them at 
Church, and reading them a Lecture for their bet- 


ter Inſtruction in the Evening of every Lord's 
Day, he attends at the City Alms- houſe on Tue 


days, and reads Prayers and preaches to the poor 
People therein, and likewiſe catechizeth "the 


White Children in the Church on Fridays, the 


Society hath thought proper, for his Encourage- 
ment, and for the better Maintenance of his Fa- 


mily, to raiſe his Salary from 30 to 30 Pounds 
pen Annum. The Rev. Mr. Neill, the Society's 


Miſſionary at Dover in this Colony, acquaints the 
Society by his Letter, dated September 26, 1756, 


that the building of a Church in the Foreſt of 


Muſh Million, hath been moſt zealouſly carried 
on, and when he opened it, the Con gregation was 
too large to be contained therein, and more Peo- 
ple continue to come to it than it can well hold:

land, upon the humble Petition of a very great 


Number of the Inhabitants of theſe Counties. 
And the Inhabitants of 7br4 County, by their Let- 
ter to the Society, dated Ofober 23, 17 56, thank- 
fully acknowledge the infinite Service done by the 
Society's Miſſionaries in that dark and diſtant 
Part of the World, and particularly by Mr. Bar- 


ton, and they ſay (to uſe their own Words) that 
ſuch a Miſſion and ſuch a Miſſionary are well 


Joined together, for if Mr. Barton was not bleſſed 
with an uncommon Share of Health and Spirits, 
it would be impoſſible for him to go through the 
Fatigues he doth. He has 148 Miles to ride every 


fix Weeks to attend his three Congregations. This 


he hath hitherto faithfully done both in Summer 
and Winter: Did they think it neceſſary to en- 
large upon the good Behaviour of Mr. Barton, 
they could do it with Cheerfulneſs and Juſtice ; 
at preſent they beg leave only to obſerve, that he 
has diſtinguiſhed. himſelf in this Time of public 
Danger, with ſo much Zeal and Warmth in Be- 
half of Liberty and Proteſtantiſm, that he has en- 
deared himſelf not only to them, but to * 

| ro- 
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Proteſtant Diſſenters there. He has conſtantly per- 
ſevered both by Word and by Example, to inſpirit 
and encourage the People to defend themſelves, 
and has often, at the Head of his Congregations, 
gone to oppoſe the ſavage and murderous Enemy, 
Which Has had ſo good an Effect, that they are 
verily perſuaded, that he hath been inftrumental, 
under God, in preventing many Families from. 
deſerting their Plantations. and having the Fruits. 
of many Years Labours gathered by the Hands of 
rapacious and cruel Murtherers. And according 
to Me. Barton's own Letter to the Society on this 
melancholy Subject, dated Huntington in Pennſyl- 
vania, November 8, 1756, the County of Cumber- 
land has ſuffered particularly, and the Condition of 
its remaining ſhattered Inhabitants is truly deplo- 
rable, groaning under a Burthen of Calamities, all. 
their Labour of many Years. being deſtroyed,. 
ſome of them having loſt their Wives, ſome their. 
Huſbands, and ſome. their Children; and Carliſe 
was at that Time the chief Remains of that lately. 
- populous County, in which there was a Garriſon. 
of about 100 Men, to whom, among others, he 
continues to adminiſter, And tho. his Curches 
are Churches Militant indeed, ſubject to Dangers. 
and Trials of the moſt alarming kind, yet he hath 
the Pleaſure every Sunday to ſee the People crowd - 
ing to them with their Muſkets on their Shoul- 
ders, declaring that they will die Proteſtants and 
Freemen, ſooner than live Idolaters and Slaves; 
which affords Mr. Barton ſo much true Comfort, 
that far from repining at the Dangers and Fatigues

The Society had the Mortification to receive 


from the Rev. Mr. Thompſon, their worthy Miſ- 


ſionary to the Negroes in Africa, an Account of 
his bad Health, through a very frequently fatal 
Diſtemper chere, the Flux, and other ſharp Sick- 
neſſes; and finding by this mortifying Experience, 
that a longer Stay in that Climate would de- 
prive him of his Health, if not his Life, and con- 
ſequently diſable him for the Performance of his 
Duty, he was obliged to think of returning to 
England, which nothing but the moſt preſſing 
1 Neceſ- 
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Neceſſity -could ever have brought him to. It 
had pleaſed God he had made ſome Chriſtians, 


and he ſhould baptize a few more before he left 


the Country, and he hoped ſome able Miſſionary 
with better Health might be found to ſucceed him. 
In the mean time the three Negroe Youths at 
School with Mr. Hickman at 1/{ington continue to 
behave well, and to make a good Progreſs in their 
Education, and when they ſhall all three be well 
inſtructed in and able to give a good Account of 
the chief Articles of the Faith, two of them will 


be publickly admitted to the ſacred Laver of Re- 


generation in the Church, the other having been 
baptized in the laſt Vear, while ill of the Small 
Pox. Mr. Thompſon is arrived ſafe in England, 
and has preſented himſelf, and returned his hum- 
ble Thanks to the Society for their kind Support, 
and at their Requeſt he hath drawn up an Ac- 
count of his Services to Religion during the Time
